He Is now 
district superintendent of all the ter- 
ritory in America east of the Missis- 
sippi. 


In the morning he gave a short 


talk to the Sunday school scholars 
of Trinity church, and later in the 
morning talked to the members of 
the Eleventh Street church 


Cheers Hospital Patients. 


In the afternoon Dr. Wright, 
on 


hearing that there were some Italian 
in the Clearfield hospital, and toeing 
thoroughly in love with lite work, eac 
riftced an afternoon of rest and went' 
to see those who were ill. There he 
found several Italians who were mot 
only '!' physically, but who were 
downcast and lonely for the sight of 
some one or something from their 
home-land. The visit of Dr. Wright 
revived their spirits and gave them 
new courage. 


In the evening Dr. Wright gave a 


very interesting lecture in the West 
Sid* M E church The doctor is an 
earnest.forceful speaker and held the 
undivided attention of his audience 
during the entire evening. 


In his frank, open-hearted way he

American people their weakness in 
regard to the foreigner.

He said " We might apply the

"They 
do not come to America to beg lie 
bald, "but to make good, and Insteald 
of being encouraged 
they are met 


with Hatred and distrust There are 
two-thirds of the foreign population 
in America that are either indiffer- 
ent to their church or are affiliated 
with no religious 
denomination " 


Dr. Wright even cited some instances 
where the Italian 
was barred from 


public worship in America "Here in 
our free a/nd glorious 
land, which 


was founded by our Puritan rather*-, 
everyone mig^ht worship unmolested 
according to the dictates of his own 
heart.

Killed at a Dance. 


Dunkle attended a dance at one of 


tl • houses at Cataract Saturday eve- 
ning, April 18, and Hoston, a color- 
ed man was one of the musicians.Th 
dance was attended by the denizens 
of that part of the county, where 
race or color is not a bar to social 
enjoyment and where morals are said 
to he at a low ebb. 


There were no disturbances dur- 


irg the evening, and the dance was 
continued until the early hours of 
Suinday morning. 


It was during an interval of the 


festivities that Dunkel was slashed 
with a knife which was wielded by 
Hoston it is alleged, 
the wounded 


man dying in about'fifteen, minutes. 
There were many witnesses to the 
cutting, and the story first told was 
to the effect that while Dunkle was 
standing talking to another person 
Hoston went behind him and slashed 
him across the stomach without warn 
ing 


. Hoston Shot in Back. 


After the cutting Hoston started to 


run from the scene, but 
man nam- 


ed Burfield picked 
up a 22-caliiber 


revolver and fired twice at the flee- 
ing negro, both bullets entering his 
back.

ENVOYS THINK PEACE 


IN MEXICO IS NEAR 


Optlnism Enideit ifttr Con- 


ference Wilt Delegates. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., May 24. — Sub- 


stantial progress was made in the ne- 
gotiations to end Mexico's troubles, 
and the ambassador of Brazil and the 
ministers of Argentina and Chile an- 
nounced that a conference had em- 
phasized the likelihood of a favorable 
outcome of the peace negotiations. 


The conference was the first formal 


meeting of the A, B, C envoys nud the 
delegates of the United States and 
Mexico since their opening session on 
Wednesday. It lasted only an hour, 
but during that time "several interest- 
ing points" were considered, according 
to the statement issued on behalf of 
the mediators. 


The main point under discussion 


had to do with the settlement of the 
Mexican land question, upon which 
President Wilson insists. It was learn- 
ed after the conference that the Mexi- 
can delegates, while conceding that 
the problem was one that might be 
brought into a plan for a general set- 
tlement of Mexico's difficulties, held 
that it should not be so treated aa to 
leave the government of Mexico com- 
mitted to settle it in any particular 
way. • 
. It was stated that the Mexican dele- 
gates expressed the hope that Presi- 
dent Wilson would not insist upon 
terms for the adjustment of thin prob- 
lem that would make it impossible to 
adopt a different policy should circum- 
stances make it desirable. They felt 
that latitude should be left in any 
agreement reached here for a settle- 
ment of the problem as future events 
dictated. 


The question of land reform has 


formed the subject of several interest- 
Ing "conversations" between the> media- 
tors and the delegates of the two par- 
ties to the negotiations, each set of 
delegates meeting the envoys at dif- 
ferent tjmee.

electric chair. 


"Don't wiueal," is the message at 


trlbuted to Becker. 


The district attorney got one of the 


notM from Mrs. "Lefty I»ulg" Rosen 
fcerg, widow of one of the gunmen 
jrhfie Becker's trial was on. He did 
BOt use them, as he believed he had 
,« strong enough case against Becker. 


Mrs. Rosenberg came into possession 


of the notes on the last visit, she made 
to her husband. He told her, so she 
fnforaml Whitman, that they were not 
to be used until after the death of the 
gunmen. 


"Lefty IxMile" conllded to hi* wife. 


•O abe told Whitman, that BwUer wast 
(tightened over the prospect of the 
four men turning against him, and h« 
wrote the letters to VmlMter up their 
courage. 
The messages were hidden in the 


pages of ii book that Becker passed 
Into the cell of "Lefty Louie." 


M*»aa*« Wore Brief. 


The gunman saw that the book wan 


handed on to the others and later 
•ant back to Becker's cell. 
Another 


note was later on communicated In 
tbe same way. 


.Each message ,to the gunmen was 


brief. 
Whitman has had the hand 


•writing compared with that of Becker 
and experts say It Is unquestionably 
hte. The writing In the notes was an 
apparent attempt lit niognlae. l>«t the 


" characteristics arc the same ns Beck- 
1&9, so the experts say. 


To get the messages from Becker's 


cell to those of the gunmen the ut- 
most Ingenuity hud to lie used so as 
to prevent-the gunrd* from suspecting 
• trick. Mrs. Itosenberg told Whitman 
that tbe gunmen used a book on re- 
ligion that hud been given them by one 
ot-their spiritual advisers. 


Whltmnn left town for n rest after 


the stress of the trial ami no one in 
his office would discuss the messages 
from Becker. 
But it was admitted 


that such notes were at hand and thai 
Whitman would have 'ised them htul 
tbe necessity arisen.

race or color is not a bar to social 
enjoyment and where morals are said 
to he at a low ebb. 


There were no disturbances dur- 


irg the evening, and the dance was 
continued until the early hours of 
Suinday morning. 


It was during an interval of the 


festivities that Dunkel was slashed 
with a knife which was wielded by 
Hoston it is alleged, 
the wounded 


man dying in about'fifteen, minutes. 
There were many witnesses to the 
cutting, and the story first told was 
to the effect that while Dunkle was 
standing talking to another person 
Hoston went behind him and slashed 
him across the stomach without warn 
ing

ENVOYS THINK PEACE 


IN MEXICO IS NEAR 


Optlnism Enideit ifttr Con- 


ference Wilt Delegates. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., May 24. — Sub- 


stantial progress was made in the ne- 
gotiations to end Mexico's troubles, 
and the ambassador of Brazil and the 
ministers of Argentina and Chile an- 
nounced that a conference had em- 
phasized the likelihood of a favorable 
outcome of the peace negotiations. 


The conference was the first formal 


meeting of the A, B, C envoys nud the 
delegates of the United States and 
Mexico since their opening session on 
Wednesday. It lasted only an hour, 
but during that time "several interest- 
ing points" were considered, according 
to the statement issued on behalf of 
the mediators. 


The main point under discussion 


had to do with the settlement of the 
Mexican land question, upon which 
President Wilson insists. It was learn- 
ed after the conference that the Mexi- 
can delegates, while conceding that 
the problem was one that might be 
brought into a plan for a general set- 
tlement of Mexico's difficulties, held 
that it should not be so treated aa to 
leave the government of Mexico com- 
mitted to settle it in any particular 
way. • 
. It was stated that the Mexican dele- 
gates expressed the hope that Presi- 
dent Wilson would not insist upon 
terms for the adjustment of thin prob- 
lem that would make it impossible to 
adopt a different policy should circum- 
stances make it desirable. They felt 
that latitude should be left in any 
agreement reached here for a settle- 
ment of the problem as future events 
dictated. 


The question of land reform has

Ing "conversations" between the> media- 
tors and the delegates of the two par- 
ties to the negotiations, each set of 
delegates meeting the envoys at dif- 
ferent tjmee.
